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LABOR NOT REPRESENTED 


HPHIS country now is locked in the greatest 


-*- 
industrial crisis it has ever experienced. 


The seriousness of the strikes of railroad men 
and miners cannot be discounted. The na- 
tion's transportation systems are strained to 
the breaking point by the walkout of shop- 
men; coal production is so completely tied up 
that a famine exists and suffering certainly 
will be widespread the coming winter. 


Meanwhile, 
efforts are being made hy 


the administration at Washington to settle the 
difficulties which are preventing art adjustment 
and subsequent normal operation of rails and 
mines. 
President Harding has spent many 


long, weary hours over these problems. He 
has made little headway in the mine strike, 
but more success probably will attend his ef- 
forts in the railroad controversy. 


During the negotiations carried on from 


the White House, the president has had advice 
and assistance from his cabinet and unofficial 
advisors. In this matter, however, labor has 
had no real spokesman. The president's sec- 
retary of labor is not a representative of labor 
in the strict sense. Even Jf he were, the sec- 
retary of commerce, Mr. Hoover, has shoul- 
dered him out of the way and appears to be 
enjoying the limelight. And Mr. Hoover is not 
a representative of labor. 


Going down thru the cahlnet, one is un- 


able to find a trace of labor representation. 
Neither is this possible among the unofficial 
advisers. Rather, one finds mine operators, 
manufacturers, hankers, brokers. 
But labor 


Is not represented. 


Tho nation is hoping for the best. Mr. 


Harding has the support of Republicans and 
Democrats alike In his undertaking to bring 
about an amicable adjustment of the two great 
strikes. His efforts, undoubtedly, are honest 
•—none has found reason to believe otherwise. 
But we believe he would be able to work with 
more surencss and more speed had lie at least 
one representative to give him the viewpoint 
of labor. Now he is getting only the views of 
the employer—capital.

In 
actual life you get meningitis Jf you 
happen to be one of the small per- 
centage of people who are naturally 
susceptibie to it, and happen also 
to be "run-down" -when 
the germ 
finds you. 


Many people are "carriers"—that 


is, have the 
germs 
in the mouth 


and nose— but do not develop -the 
symptoms. 
The number of people 


susceptible to the disease is small, 
only about 1 in 10, but 
everyone 


should be cautious 
Jest he convey 


the disease to others while himself 
showing no signs of it. ' 


The menlngoccus dies after leav- 


ing the body and only leaves it in 
the secretions of 
mouth and nose. 


Therefore, in order 
to spread the 


disease, the fresh secretions from 
the mouth or nose of a case or a 
carrier must enter the body of an- 
other person. 


This is usually accomplished by 


the common drinking cup, by put- 
ting pencils, fingers or other things

one must exert the utmost personal 
care.

WHAT PENGUINS 


ARE AND DO

Penguins 'are 
birds which are 


confined to the 
Antarctic regions. 


They are seabirdB, helpless on land, 
and rarely moving far froaa water.. 
During the breeding season they col- 
lect in 
rookeries, often including 


tens of thousands of birds. These 
rookeries are on shore, sometimes in 
very steep and hilly country. 
In- 


stances are on record where the birds 
ascend and descend from one thou- 
sand to two thousand feet from nest 
to water, making 
repeated trips, 


transporting food, carried in, their 
gullets,-from the sea to the young In 
the nest. 


The wings ot penguins are use- 


less lor flight, 
but 
are powerful 


agents in swimming, in connection 
with the strong legs and feet. 
The 


birds go out of the water with such 
force as to enable them to land on 
ice surface six or eight feet high. 


Were this not the case they would 
probably rarely get out of the wa- 
ter. 
One of Shackleton's men 
re- 


cords an instance where a bird mis- 
look their boat for an ice shelf and 
landed in the midst of the rowers, to 
i the consternation of both men and 
bird. 


Penguins 
walk, erect, like men. 


They take short steps of about six 
inches. 
When they wish to travel 


rapidly on snow or ice they plunge 
headlong on their breasts, dig in 
with toes, and 
grab 
with flipper 


wings. They can thus travel about 
as faet as a man can run. Penguin 
tracks have been seen 
fifty miles 


from open water, which is consid- 
ered very remarkable. 


The largest penguins are the em- 


perors, which stand from four 
to 


five 
feet high. 
It is not known 


where they spend their lives during 
the long and severe antarctic night, 
as they are rarely seen after leaving 
the rookeries.
